Scout Council Expresses Thanks 


AUSTIN — Pressure is on 
Gov Dolph Briscoe to call a 
special legislative session in 
an effort to get relief from 
rising gas and electric bills 
Electric cooperatives and 
legislators publicly have 
urged emergency action 
Briscoe said he is keeping 
an open mind on the subject 
and would consider special 
session action if presented a 
program that might accom­ 
plish an n y th in g — and 
which could pass. 
Most proposals advanced 
to date have centered on 
outlawing fuel adjustment 
allowances which perm it 
gas companies to pass along 
costs of their supplies to cus­ 
tomers regardless of long­ 
term contracts. 
Others have included re­ 
peal of the sales tax on gas 
and electricity and reform­ 
ing the occupation tax on 
gas production. 
House 
Speaker 
Bill 
Clayton called a two-day 
workshop session for April 
1-2 on legislation to shift 
more of the gas production 
tax to out-of-state users. 
Clayton estimated Texas 
consumers might save $25 
million a year if the tax 
were shifted to a flat rate 
rather than percentage of 
price basis 
The Senate’s consumer 
affairs sub-committee also 
set hearings April 12-13 on 
the entire range of natural 
gas problem s including 
price, supply, taxation, the 
price pass-through and reg­ 
ulation 


Funds "Vanish” 


M illions of dollars in 
Duval County funds have 
"simply vanished,” Comp­ 
troller Bob Bullock said in a 
new audit report on the 
stormy South Texas county. 
Bullock said Duval faces 
financial crisis, is "going 
broke" and cannot meet its 
August I payrolls at current 
spending levels. 
Highlights of the report 
included an account of an 
"unknown depositor” who 
walked off with a quarter 
m illion dollars in public 
funds with no accounting. 
Bullock also said Duval 
County Conservation and 
Reclamation D istrict has 
collected $11 million in re­ 
venue and has only $1.6 
m illion in im provem ents 
and fees to show for it. He 
said the county ignores 
millions of dollars in tax de- 
linquencies and has "ex­ 
cused” major taxpayers of 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in taxes.

been working on for so long. 
But lets not forget to count the 
many blessing that we already 
have in our haste to land a new one. 


The day of reckoning is here for 
this state’s highway system . 
Texans have always been proud of 
their 71,000 mile highway system 
that is among the best in the world 
but unless some drastic changes 
are made soon this could only be a 
memory of the past. 
The Texas Highway Department 
(now known as the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Highways and Public 
Transportation) has been hit by 
that same villain that is hurting all 
of us — inflation. At the present 
time sufficient state and federal 
funds are in sight over the next 20 
years to construct only 17 percent 
of the present backlog of projects 
and accomplish only one-eighth of 
the construction that was possible 
at past funding levels. 
At the same time that inflation 
has racked the highway system, 
some of the funds the department 
had received in the past have been 
deverted to other programs. 
The Texas gasoline tax of five 
cents per gallon is the lowest in the 
nation and has not been raised in 21 
years. 
None of us are interested in more 
taxes but some means must be 
found to protect our investment in 
our highway system and to keep 
expanding it. In spite of all the talk 
about public transportation, Texas 
still operates on its highways and 
we suspect that it will continue to 
do so for generations to come. 
This will be one of the major 
problems facing the next session of 
the Legislature, along with public 
school financing.

(CB) radios. 
Nowhere is the fad more 
popular than in Texas w here 
an estim ated 206,000 CB 
operators chatter away on 
the 23 channels authorized by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission 
for 
citizen 
broadcasts. 
As the popularity of the CB 
radio has increased, there 
has been a corresponding 
increase in theft of CB 
Equipment. 
: During 1975, more than half 
d million dollars worth of CB 
radios were stolen in Dallas 
alone, and during one seven 
month period there were 1,638 
reported CB thefts. 
I Houston law enforcement 
officials say they average 20 
to 30 reports of stolen CB’s 
each day. In Corpus Christi, 
the number of reports of CB 
thefts jumped dramatically

If C B’s had been left under 
that coverage, “ there is no 
telling what it would have 
done 
to 
comprehensive 
rates,” a 
board official 
recently told members of the 
Texas 
House 
Insurance 
Committee. “ We may have 
saved 
a 
m ajor 
com­ 
prehensive rate increase.” 
he said. 
While some CB 
owners 
object to having to pay ad­ 
ditional premiums, insurance 
industry representatives say 
it is not right for the non-CB 
owner to face higher rates 
because of the CB boom 
The new ruling, which 
applies only to policies sold 
after January I, means that 
unless the vehicle owner 
p u r c h a s e s 
c o v e r a g e 
specifically for his CB. it will 
not be protected on his in­ 
surance policy. 
Equipment valued up to 
$750 may be insured for $17 
per year. For $751-$1,500 in 
coverage, it would cost $27. 
For equipment worth more 
than $1,500, it is $53. Rates 
are set by the State Board of 
Insurance, which will review 
them periodically when there 
is 
additional 
statistical 
evidence. 
These coverages may also 
be purchased under a dif­ 
ferent line of insurance, 
though 
the 
rates 
are 
generally higher. 
Portable units that 
are 
moved from one car to 
another can be insured by a 
separate policy. Even if the 
radio is not insured, any 
damage done directly to an 


automobile by a thief comes 
under 
the 
standard 
com­ 
prehensive coverage of the 
policy. 
A “ hit” a thief takes less 
time than it took for the 
owner of the CB to make the 
first payment. Typically, a 
thief goes to a large public 
function such as a basketball 
game looking for cars in the 
parking lot w hich sport a CB 
antenna 
It might take 24 minutes to 
open a locked car Once in the 
car. the thief uses a bolt 
cutter and screw driver to 
remove the unit. At home the 
serial number, which is often 
pasted on. will be removed 
and the unit sold to a “ fence ” 
The 
Texas 
Automobile 
Insurance Service Office says 
there are several ways to 
protect your property. 
—First, record the serial 
number and date and place of 
purchase of CB equipment 
and keep the information 
with other valuables. 
—Second, use an electric 
engraving tool or any sharp 
object to inscribe some 
identifying mark (such as a 
social security or driver's 
license number (on the back 
of the radio. Also, scratch 
your initials in some secret 
comer of the unit. The only 
way the police can return a 
stolen unit to you is if you are 
able to identify it properly. 
—Third, if you park your 
car in a public place, remove 
the antenna and unit 
(if 
possible) and lock them in the 
trunk or take them with you. 
—Fourth, buy CB equip­ 
ment only from a franchised 
or reputable dealer. If it can 
be proved that you knew a 
unit was stolen when you 
bought it, you can be con- 
viced as an accessory to the 
crime.
